Shape 
in balls the size of hickory nut; poach 
in the hot soup for fire minutes and 
serv* four to each plate. 


Sponge Balls.—Put the whites of 


two egrgs into a cup, fill the cup with 
milk, and pour the contents into a 
stewpan; add a cupful of flour and 
two tablespoonfuls of butter, stir well 
over the fire until tho batter is thick 
and smooth; set to cool, after which 
stir into it the two yolks, a few 
dashes of salt, a little Mace and drop 
into the boiling soup, a teaspoonful at 
a time. Cook eight minutes. 


Forcemeat Balls.—Scrape enough 


raw lean real or chicken to make a 
half pound. 
Soak half a cupful of 


bread enimbs, free from crust, in 
milk; when soft squeeze dry; add four 
tablespoonfuls of butter, the scraped 
meat and the yolks of two eggs, pound 
the whole smooth and force through 
a coarse sieve.

t. Owner may re»erv* timber on land ap- 


propriated. 1. The owner of land taken un- 
der this article may, with the written con- 
sent of the conservation cjfnmission, and 
within the limitations hereinafter pre- 
Bcrlbed. reserve trees thereon not less than 
eight Inches in diameter, breast hisX at 
the time of the service of the notice pro- 
vided ths removal ot such trees will not 
destroy the forest cover. Such reservation 
must b« exercised within six month* after 
th* service upon the owner of a notice of 
the appropriation, by the owner serving 
upon such commission a written notice 
that he elects to reserve such trees. If 
such notice be. not served by the owner 
within the time above specified he shall b* 
deemed to have waived his right to such 
reservation, and such trees shall there- 
upon brcomfl a*d be t*e property of the 
state. The presentation of a claim to the 
court of claims befor* the service of a no- 
tice of reservation shall be deemed a 
waiver of the right to such reservation. 


10. Reservation on lands purchased. Land 


acquired by purchase mar be taken sub- 
ject to the reservation ot the treea thereon 
down to eight Inches In diameter, breatt 
high, at the time of such purchase, with 
the right to the owner to remove the same 
within the Mine specified In the next sec- 
tion, or upon agreement between the com- 
mission and the owner, subject to any 
lease, mortgage, or other Incumbrance, not 
extending fifteen years beyond the elate *t 
acquisition. The amount or value of any 
such Hen, Incumbrance or timber reserva- 
tion, upon land so purchased, shall be de- 
ducted from tho purchase price thereof. 


11. Right to reserve timber restricted. 


The right to reserve timber, and the man- 
ner of exercising: and consummating such 
right, are subject to the following restric- 
tions, limitations and conditions: 


(a) Timber within twenty rods of a lake, 


pond or river cannot be reserved. Under 
the supervision of the commission roads 
may ba cut or built across or through such 
escepted space of twenty rods, for the 
purpose of removing trees from adjoining 
lands, and tho person reserving such tim- 
ber on. the adjoining lands, his legal repre- 
sentatives or assigns, shall have the right, 
which right shall be deemed a part of such 
reservation, to construct such roads, 
through and across the reserved timber 
land, and through and across suchjexcept- 
ecl strip, as may be necessary to remove 
tbe timber so reserved; but In construct- 
ing.Buch roads only such, treas shall be cut 
as are within tho limits of such roads. 
The commission may prescribe the man 
ner of all such roads and may permit the 
use of any dead, down or other necnwarv 
ci.^^t.* i.ur uiti coiiauucuon only oi roads, 
Ekidways, lumber carcps, or for fuel, 
which right shall also bo deemed a part of 
the soft wood timber reservation by th« 
owner No trees or timber shall be cut for 
the construction of ronfls, camps or other 
purposes, except such as are reserved by 
the owner, or for which permission to cut 
has been given as provided In this section. 


(b) AH timber reserved by the owner 


must be removed from the land within fif- 
teen years after the service of notice of 
reservation or the making of the contract 
of purchase, subject to reasonable regula- 
tions to ba prescribed by the commission; 
such land ehall not be cut over more than 
once, and said commission may prescribe 
reasonable regulations for the purpose of 
enforcing: this limitation. All timber re- 
served, and not removed from the land 
•within such time, shall thereupon become 
and be the property of the state, and all 
title or claim thareto by tho original own- 
er, his legal representatives or assign*. 
shall thereupon, be deemed abandoned. 
li Compensation for re£ervecl timber 
lands. A person who reserves timber a* 
provided In this article shall not b*' enti- 
tled to any compensation for the value of 
the land purchased or taken and appropri- 
ated by the state, or for any damages 
caused thereby, until 


(a) The timber so reserved Is all removed 


and the object o£ the reservation fully 
consummated; or 


(b) The time limited for th* removal of 


such timber nas fully lapsed, or the right 
to remote any ftiore timber la waived by a 
written instrument filed with said commis- 
sion; and 


(c) Said commission Is satisfied that no 


trespass on state lands has been commit- 
ted by such owner, or his assign** *r legal 
representatives; that no timber or other 
property of the state, not se reserved, has 
been taken, removed, destroyed, or injured 
by him or them, and that a cause of ac- 
tion In behalf of the state doe* not exist 
against him or them for any alleged tr**- 
pasa or other Injury to th* property *r In- 
terests of the state; and 


(d) That the owner, his ac*ign*e *r vther 


legal representative, has fully complied 
with all rules, regulation* acd require- 
ments or Eiiid ca^i!iiu»lon concerning the 
u*e of streams, or other property of th* 
states for the purpose *f removing such 
timber. Provided, however, that *ald com- 
mlsclon may at any Urae by it* oertifloat* 
filed -sslth the comptroller direct th* pay- 
ment to tbe owner of such land, his legal 
representatives or acs'.fns. of the comp«i- 
iiatlon therefor, or a part thereof, at Men 
time and upon such condition* a* may b* 
set forth in the certi3cat*.

Persons entitled to cut <md remove timber 
under this article may use streams or oth- 
er waters of the state within th* forest 
preserve counties for th* purpose of re- 
moving such timber, under sucli regula- 
tions and conditions as may be prescribed 
or Impeded by the commission. The per- 
sons using such waters shall b« liable tor 
all damages suffered by the state or any 
person caused by such use. 


5 CO. Communal forests. A county, city, 


town, or school district may acquire by 
purchase, or gift, or take over lands in its 
possession within the boundaries thereof 
and use the same for forestry purposes. 


L Power and authority. The governing 


board of a county, city, town or school dis- 
trict may appropriate money or Issue 
bonds either for purchase of lands for the 
purpose* herein provided, to establish for- 
est plantations or for the care and man- 
agements* of forests. Such board may un- 
dertake such work at regular or special 
meetings by majority vote of, such board 
after two weeks public notice setting forth 
th* fact that such plan Is contemplated 
and that money* are to ba appropriated 
for such purpose. 
I Assistance and trees. The conserva- 


tion commission may assist and advise 
such boards In Its reforesting work, and 
the commission may furnish trees for r«- 
foreellng such publicly owned lands with- 
out charge provided, they are planted In 
accordance with the Instructions of th* 
commission. 
t. Use. Such governing board shall have 


full power and authority to acquire, main- 
tain, manage and operate such forests for 
the benefit of the Inhabitants of Ita'dlstrlrt 


lands shall b» paid into the general tund 
of ouch municipal dhislon and shall be 
used only upon order of its governing 
board. 


5 GL Use of forest preserve restricted. In 


order to protect the lands described tn this 
article the following; provisions shall apply. 


1. Trees or timber. No person shall cut, 


remove or destroy any trees or timber or 
other property thereon or cnMr upon such 
lands with Intent so to do. 
t. Structures. No bullJinss shall be erect- 


ed, used or maintained upon the forest 
preserve except under permits from the 
commission. 


3. Agricultural use. No person shall use 


any portion ot tho forest preserve for ag- 
ricultural purposes, nor shall cattlo or do- 
mestic animals of any kind be permitted 
to graze thereon. 


4. Deposit rubbish. No_ person shall de- 


posit er leave thereos any rubbish or other 
waste material. 


t. Transfer or lease. No person shall 


lease, transfsr or accept any lease or 
transfer of any lands In th* f*re*t pre- 
serve or of any Improvements thereon. 


5. Dlspos* of Improvements. Tho com- 


mission may dispose of any improvements 
upon the forest preserve under such con- 
ditions as it deems to be to the public in- 
terest. 


7. Reforested lands. Xo person shsJl in- 


jure or cause to be Injured any trees 
planted for the purpose of reforestation. 


*, Removal of materials generally. No 


parson shall remove any material belong- 
ing t* the state from the state lands with- 
out tbe authorization of the commission.
